bureau and a score of other expendi- 
tures by departments which are not 
eagerly classified as war conducting 
branches of the government. 


The percentage spent for war in the 


previous fiscal year ended June SO, 
1920, 
was 92 cents out of each dollar

While the country -will be somewhat 


surprised by the action of President Ear- 
, 


ding in proposing an international con- j 
ference on disarmament and the determin- j 
ation of Far eastern and Pacific policies j 
without waiting for the naval appropria- 
i 


tion bill containing the Borah amendment, j 
the apparent reasons for anticipating con- 
gressional initiative are sufficient to jus- 
tify this somewhat unusual course. Presi- 
dent Harding's informal invitation to 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Japan for 
a conference shows that he deems the limi- 
tations of the Borah amendment inadvis- 
able, and it follows that he is the better 
judge because through the state depart- 
ment and Secretary Hughes he is in a 
better position to know. 


President Harding wants tv inake this 


conference a success. He desires not on- 
ly to dispose of the naval holiday propos- 
al in a way that will be satisfactory to 
the great powers concerned, but he also 
wishes at the same time to lay the founda- 
tions for a peaceful adjustment of ques- 
tions relating to Far eastern policy and to 
the' interests of those nations bordering 
on the Pacific ocean. He would go into 
the matter of China's exploitation by Ja- 
pan and issues between Japan and the 
United States. It will thus be seen that 
his program is much larger and of far 
greater importance than the restricted 
proposal of the Borah amendment. In fact, 
it is a step of tremendous consequence to 
the entire world, and as such is easily the 
foremost act of the new administration. 


Great possibilities lie in this conference, 


which will be welcomed by all the nations 
concerned. It should lead to heavy reduc- 
tions in the armament 
burdens under 


which the powers are staggering. It opens 
the way to & settlement of Far eastern 
problems, potential breeders of war. 
It 


opens the way to a full,understanding be- 
tween Japan and the United States in the 
Pacific. It even affords an opportunity 
for consideration of the Harding associa- 
tion of nations in lieu of the League. In 
fact, the peace of the world is bound up 
in this conference along with its financial 
salvation. The president unquestionably 
has adopted the right course in choosing 
his own method instead of waiting for con- 
gressional mandate. 


HIGHER MINIMUM WAGE FOE 


WOMEN 


The order of the state industrial commis- 


sion raising the TrnTiiiniTiTn wage for women 
and minors from 22 cents to 25 cents an 
hour will be generally looked upon, we 
think, as a fair ruling and fair interpreta- 
tion of what is to be regarded as a " living 
wage.*' "We think it will be generally 
agreed that the former minimum was not 
enough, measured either by living condi- 
tions or by the broad rule of justice. Based 
upon today's prices and the higher levels 
left by the war, which are nrjb likely to be 
materially reduced, that industry or busi- 
ness which cannot pay wages on the basis 
of the industrial commission's ruling is 
hardly to be considered economically and 
Socially beneficial. The truth of course is 
that such wages can be paid by any em- 
ployer and with profitable returns. More- 
over, the tendency of wages for women 
must continue to be upward until they are 
paid for like service somewhere near tlie 
rate for men. 


THE COST OF FOLLY 


It is estimated that the cost of sickness 


in the United States is about two billion 
dollars a year. This cost includes doctor 
bills, drug bills, drug store bills and loss 
in wages. 


A great deal of this sickness is prevent- 


able. The health department prevents 
much disease, but it cannot save persons 
from the sickness they inflict upon them- 
•elves through folly and carelessness. 


JTwo billion dollars is a large bill for 


sickness, but it could be cut down if every 
person constituted himself his own health 
department. 


It is estimated that 5.000 men. women 


and children have been killed by automo- 
biles in the United States since January 
1. Responsibility for these casualties is 
said to be equally divided between the 
carelessness of automobile drivers and the 
carelessness of pedestrians.

IS IT TO BE PEA.S3S IN IRELAND? 
The trace signed betwean the govern- 


ment ar.d the leaders of the Irish rebel- 
lion presages peace. It is true that marked 
differences still define the positions of the 
opposing elements which are about to at- 
tempt, to reacjjjaa- agreement through con- 
ference and conciliation, but it also is true 
that if each side were not morally con- 
vinced that a compromise could be reached 
and were not prepared to meet the other 
half way there would be no conference. 
The conflict had gone too far and bitter- 
ness had becom* too deeply intrenched to 
make it possible for either side to misun- 
derstand the other or to misconstrue the 
possibilities of a meeting. 


It is a great concession on the part of 


the government to recognize De Valera, 
president of the so-called Irish republic, 
not it is true in his official capacity, but 
as the leader of the Irish nation. It is 
equally a concession on, the part of De 
Valera to accept the proposal of the British 
prime minister for a conference, because 
it is a foregone conclusion that any plan 
acceptable to the home government will be 
based upon Ireland's remaining in the 
empire. 
The conciliatory spirit extends 


likewise to Sir James Craig, premier of 
Ulster, for he is risking at the conference 
table quite as much for his people as the 
others are for theirs. 


It is and always has been our opinion 


that when the cards are laid on the table 
Ireland will be' satisfied to remain an in- 
tegral part of the British empire. Such a 
status is not at all incompatible with her 
aspirations for independence and probably 
will promote her true economic and politi- 
cal interests. If the British empire holds 
together it must ultimately become a na- 
tion of federated states, each possessing 
the largest latitude in self-government. 
The union must rest upon the real and 
acknowledged welfare of each member. It 
must be a matter of self-interest rather 
than a matter of imperial interest. In 
other words, the several states must find it 
to their advantage to associate themselves 
together for certain great purposes, just 
as do the states of this Union, although 
conceivably under a different system. 
There, is no doubt but what Canada 
could successfully, probably without war, 
separate itself complete from Gret Brit- 
ain, but so long as its interests are served 
by remaining within the empire it will do 


60. 


Ireland as a result of the present crisis 


probably has attained a position where she 
can command that respect for her claims 
which will secure for her dominion gov- 
ernment or its equivalent. Indeed, the in- 
dications are that DeValera and his asso- 
ciates will accept no less and that Lloyd- 
George, braving reactionary wrath, is pre- 
pared to concede as much. If this is so, 
we may look for peace. If not, the truce 
may end in failure and the bloodshed and 
violence go on until saner 
leadership 


comes to the fore to put an end to useless 
strife and strike that happy medium which 
will harmonize the interests of Ireland and 
Great Britain and bring them into accord. 


This, however, is the opportune time. 


Both sides are weary of bloodshed. Both 
sides see the situation through eyes less 
red. Already the soothing effects of nego- 
tiations are felt in Dublin and throughout 
the Isles. It is an atmosphere in which 
extremes should give way to moderation 
and to honest regard for justice and truth, 
irrespective of political consequences to 
any of those in the conference. Lloyd 
George is risking much, so is DeValera, 
so is Craig and the others. But back of 
their personal figures and fortunes lie the 
true interests and rights of the Irish peo- 
ple and their relation to the interests and 
progress of the empire as a whole. That 
is the problem, and the world at last looks 
for its successful and peaceful solution. 


Wishing the Patient Unhappy Day*. 


That cheerless disposition which goes with sag- 


ging or displacement of abdominal organs, and 
which we have glorified here under the name of 
splanchnic anhedonia, is too frequently aggravated 
b"v bad news from the doctor or the X-ray mechan- 
ician Thus many a woman has been launched upon 
a sea of trouble by the bad news that her right kid- 
ney was loosened from its moorings and wandering 
about the abdomen, whereas had the doctor kept his 
d'scovery to himself the poor woman might have 
been quite contented and happy—or at any rate 
fairly happy, for I suppose no woman can be quite 
contented this side of heaven. v 
Likewise with prolapsed stomach, ptosed liver, 


sagging colon and all the rest of the scrambled con- 
tents—it !S not quite fair to mention the discovery 
of such loose organs to the patient except when this 
information is necessary for the purpose of obtain- 
ing co-operation by the patient in the carrying out 
of remedial measures, such as absolute bed rest, 
postural maneuvers, exercises appropriate to the in- 
dividual requirements, feeding, or in some cases arti- 
ficial support or surgical interference. 


X-ray pictures have proved that most adults have 


more o~r less sagging of stomach or bowel, at least 
when the positions of the abdominal organs are com- 
pared with our older conceptions of the normal posi- 
tions of the organs. It follows, therefore, that a 
diagnosis of splanchnoptosis or sagging organs based 
solely on X-ray examination is not worth consid- 
ering. Faulty interpretations of X-ray pictures by 
mere X-ray technicians without medical training and 
experience have injured too many patients—but 
nowadays about the only victims of this mechanical 
kind of "diagnosis" are those Wisenheimers who 
think to go over the doctor's head and have an 
X-ray examination on their own. Precious few of 
us would fail to find our m'ards more or less dis- 
placed or "dropped" if we were to rely on mere 
X-ray evidence. 
A good half of our modern "specialists" ought to 


be sent back to honest general practice, and at least 
four-fifths of the X-ray diagnosticians that infest 
the country ought to be equipped with overalls and 
put at some useful work, such as half-soling shoes. 


Another group of mechanicians who arrogate to | 


themselves special skill in diagnosis and treatment' 
are the manufacturers of innumerable lends of sup- 
porters and corsets for persons with visceroptosis. 
These people frequently encourage the merchants to 
pose as "experts," very much as some shoe dealers 
pretend to be "foot specialists"—and the g. o. pub- 
lic pays for the fun. If artificial support or bracing 
of any kind is advisable temporarily for any part 
of the body, spine, limb, feet, abdomen, certainly the 
application of the support should be left to the judg- 
ment of the physician and not to the whim of any 
mechanician. Irreparable harm has been done in 
countless instances by ill-advised use of artificial 
support of various kinds, especially in young 
su jec s.

Answer—If the belt is worn for appearance only, 


no. If the belt is used to support the trousers, it 
certainly does interfere with the action of the vital 
organs.

The net 
result of this has been to encourage 
gambling1 and speculation,

goods with the idea that when the 
time came to pay for them, the cost 
in American money would be less. 


In the present situation, the na- 


tions whose money is depressed in 
value are not the only sufferers. The 
United States, whose money is at a 
premium, is hurt very badly, too. 
Foreign business men cannot afford 
to pay for American goods on the 
basis of American goods, which in 
turn reacts on the amount of produc- 
tion, and works on down the line so 
that there is an overplus of labor, 
and prices and wages are forced down, 
too, 
by the operation of the law of 


economics known as supply and de- 
mand. 


Foreign nations, with their money 


depreciated, look to other nations 
where the- money standard is not so 
high to supply their needs. As an 
illustration, suppose that France is 
in the market for a lot of wheat. 


The United States could supply this 


wheat, and so could Argentina. The 
price asked, let us say, is $2 a bushel 
:n each case. However, the money 
of Arg-entina being at a discount of 
about 30 per cent compared to the 
American dollar, the Argentine price

Governmental experts are inclined 


to look upon this suggestion with 
the idea that it would do little or no 
good. It would mean cjitting down 
the financial obligations of certain 
foreign nations, but these experts say 
that unless the common, every day 
citizen of those lands benefited, it 
would do no good. For instance, if 
forgiving the French debt to the 
United States were 
accomplished, 


there would follow a lessening of the 
tax burden on the French people. 
Unless the United States Government 
could dictate how this should be done, 
there would be no surety that the 
ameliorated taxes would help the or- 
dinary French citizen, or that th? 
value of the French franc would be 
appreciated at all, which is the only 
way America could benefit from this 
transaction. 


Also, it has been said and is prob- 


ably true in some instances, that the 
limit of taxation on many foreign 
countries has been reached. If this 
is true, and these countries cannot 
now pay even the interest on their 
debt to the United States—about a bil- 
lion in back interest is unpaid at this 
time—wiping the slate clean of tne 
debt would accomplish no good at all. 
either for that <<nation, the Unued. 
States, or the rest of the world. 


A Possible Cure. 


Some of the countries partaking of 


the German reparations have suggest- 
ed that in exchange for their obliga- 
tions to the United States that the 
American 
Government accept 
the 


German bonds which some of our late 
allies hold. In support of this idea, 
it is brought forward that by France, 
for instance, holding German bonds, 
and America holding French bonds, it 
just makes an extra transaction for 
the United States -to get its dues. 
France collects from Germany, then 
the 
United States collects 
from 


France. 


The American 
Government has 


been reluctant to turn back the direct 
obligations of our late allies, in ex- 
change for the obligations of the late 
enemy nation. This is not because 
of fear that Germany would not be 
able to pay the interest charges and 
the principal of this obligation in 
time, but because of the situation 
which arose out of the peace confer- 
ence. 


By returning French bonds to Paris, 


for instance, and taking the equiva- 
lent in German obligations which 
France now holds, it would, it is 
feared, put the United States in very 
much the same position as if it had 
j'oined the League of Nations, lock, 
stock and barrel. The present ad- 
ministration and the present Senate 
majority is opposed to this. The vir- 
tual membership in the, league would 
be because it would give the United 
States a direct and deep interest in 
preserving the solvency of the Ger- 
man nation. 
The ramifications to 


which this would give rise, Govern- 
ment financial experts say, would 
make necessary American participa- 
tion in the affairs of Euprope, with 
all of their conflicting interests, to an 
extent to which it is not thought the 
American people would countenance.

An interpretation of the new law 


made by the state attorney general to 
District Attorney Fred V. Heinemann 
aeems to annul the theory that stand- 
Ing bars or counters must 
be de- 


tached and removed from saloons. It 
does, however, clearly imply that cus- 
tomers must not be allowed to stand 
on their feet while drinking. 


"The purpose of the section," said 


Mr. Heinemann, "seems to do away 
with standing at a bar or counter.

general's office reads, "The object of 
this statute seems to be to open the 
place, where nonintoxicating liquors 
are sold under a license, to public 
view and to do away with the atmos- 
phere of the former saloon. A stand- 
ing bar is a bar that was used in sa- 
loons at which liquor was sold and 
consumed by the 
purchaser while 


standing at the bar.

Berlin.—Both from a financial and 


and economic standpoint Germany is 
undergoing the penalty of having lost 
m the gamble of war. 
Whether she 


can right herself and come clear of 
the wreckage depends upon 
herself 


and upon the treatment she gets from 
the Entente. There are no insuperable 
difficulties to complete economic and 
financial resuscitation. 
Jut,t a little 


help and a little more courage than 
she seems at present to have would 
put her on the road to recovery. 


Conditions which are world wide 


and from which nearly all nations hav- 
ing to do with international trade are 
suffering have hit Germany as well 
Only sho is not as well able to stand 
the strain as most others. She does 
not yet feel that political and econom 
ic security which it is necessary to 
have in order to keep In an optimis 
tic frame of mind. Sho feels 
thai 


she is standing on shifting sands, and 
is more or less helpless toward being 
able to obtain a more solid foundation 


While the danger of 
bolshcvisna 


steadily grows less, yet its specter re 
mains in the near background.^In 
consequence, an economic loss goes 
steadily on in order that something 
worse may not take ita place.

Food is 
more plentiful and easier to obtain at 
ower prices, and living conditions in 
general show a marked improvement 
' It is difficult to got accurate im- 
port and export figures. The last ob- 
ainable show a total tonnage of about 
5nc-fourUi of what it was in 1913. Tho 
disorganization of trade, the almost 
total loss of her Russian market and 
the falling off of her 
trade with 


France, Poland and the remnants of 
the Austro-Hunsranan Empire account 
for much of the difference. Then, too, 
the high prices of commodities have 
caused purchasers hero, as elsewhere, 
to curtail their buying. There seems 
to be on hand a large enough stock of 
raw materials to keep the factories 
running on short time, and there is a 
steady demand for more. 
Neverthe- 


less the ruinous rate of exchange 
makes it very difficult to make pur- 
chases at prices which will enable keen 
competition with those countries en- 
joying a better rate. 


It is impossible to state the exact 


capacity at which factories are work-

Some factories manufacturing 


commodities in which Germany has 
an almost exclusive monopoly, such as 
dyes, are running on virtually

time. On tho other hand, cotton mills 
are running on a basis of from 40 to 60 
per cent of tho normal, an"d this is per- 
haps about tho average percentage of 
production of factories in general. 


We hear of German prosperity be- 


cause of the apparent increase In the 
earning capacity of many of her in- 
dustrial concerns. For instance, one 
of the largest of these is paying 15 
percent in dividends, as compared with 
10 per cent prior to the war. To un- 
derstand this it must be "remembered 
that upon the original Investment of 
capital the return is not more than 
one-sixth because of the lower purchas- 
ing power of the German mark. 


It also should be remembered when 


trying to fathom the statements and 
so-called facts concerning Continental 
Europe that the whole financial and 
economical structures have been turn- 
ed topsy turvy. 


Some of the leading financiers of 


Germany believe that France is as 
much a. danger point as Germany her- 
self, and that her recovery is condi- 
tioned upon that of Germany. As one 
eminent banker expressed it, "The day 
Germany goes bankrupt France will 
go bankrupt the day after. 
The fear 


of Germany is the cause of the French 
opinion being as dangerous as it is. 
therefore a guaranty to France by 
Great Britain and the United States 
is in Germany' interest as well as. in 
the interest of France." He also adds. 
"Sooner or later there must be a gen 
eral financial conference and adjust- 
ment, as far as possible 
free 
from 


political as distinguished from financi 
al 
consideration. 
The 
internation-

In addition to the payments 
on account of reparations Germany re 
quires 3,000,000,000 gold marks per 


food, clothing and other things essen- 
tial to the support of her population. 
The budget of the German State for 
1821 shows a deficit of about 35,000,- 
000,000 paper marks. Whether Ger- 
many pays reparations installments 
in foregin exchange or by means of la- 
bor, she must find the equivalent in 
paper marks, as she possesses no other 
means. If it is assumed that Germany 
can be placed in a position to find 3,- 
000,000,000 gold marks per annum in 
the form of foreign exchange, raw ma- 
terial or labor, this would represent a 
sum of 45.000 000,t>00 paper marks in 
the present condition of German cur- 
rency.

Eighty billion, 
paper marks can b<- covered only by 
the further increase of railway and 
postal tariffs and by th levying of new 
taxes. This would result in a rise in 
the cost of living a.n<J any such rise 
would be followed by an increase in 
tho wage level. Consequently there 
would be an enormous increase m the 
already existing inflation.'' 


It is the general 
opinion among 


economists in Germany that it would 
be impossible for any country, even 
the richest, to divert such sums for 
a long period from the revenues of its 
economic life. Jlost of them believe 
that the United States holds the key 
to the situation, and it has been pro- 
posed that when Germany delivers to 
the Allies by November 1, 1921. 50.000,- 
000,000 gold marks in bonds that the 
United States Government should take 
over an aggregate amount of 40.900,- 
000.000 par value of these bonds in pay- 
ment of the mount due to the United 
States by the Allies. In such an event 
the United States would be asked u> 
demand that Germany be released to 
the amount of the difference between 
the par value of these bonds and the 
market value of them. 


In addition to this it is 
proposed 


that the German property in the hands 
of the Allen Property Custodian should 
be returned to tho Individual owners 
upon condition that the total amount 
thereof should be used for a number 
of years as collateral security to fur- 
nish credits for German industry. 


It generally is believed in Germany 


that the United States must eventual- 
ly seek to lower its own rate of ex- 
change and to help raise the rate of 
other countries, therefore the United 
States must export some of its capital 
either by purchase of foreign loans or 
in the form of opening credits. There 
is also a general feeling in Germany 
that if and when Germany's finances 
and economic conditions are brought 
to a stage where recovery is within 
sight, the next move will be to reha- 
bilitate Russia. 
It is felt that the 


world cannot return to normal con- 
ditions until Russia also has been 
brought well on the road to financial 
and economic recovery. 


One of the notable things in Ger- 


many is the growth of the trades un- 
ions. The General Federation of La- 
bor, which includes nearly all trades 
unionists, numbers something 
more 


than 8,000.000 members. 
The control 


of this organisation is centralized in 
Berlin. The methods of the organiza- 
tion in general have been conserva- 
tive and it has been one of the great- 
est forces, if not the greatest force, in 
all Germany in bringing about orderly 
conditions in critical times. 


While the economic situation has im- 


proved, Germany's financial condition 
has not and will not until the budget 
and income balance and the tremen- 
dous output of paper money is stopped. 
On the 1st of January, 1921. the fund- 
ed debt was 90.000,000,000 marks and 
the floating debt something more than 
260,000,000,000 marks and growing 
rapidly. No one in or out of Germany 
knows when the inflation will cease or 
just how the problem can be met. 
Much depends on how the plans for 
paying the sum designated for repara- 
tions work. 


Sifting the mass of information and

er her credit and former commercial 
prestige.
